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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
In the current 4/2/07 amendment, claims 1, 7, 12, 15, 20, and 23-26 are now canceled, 
claims 2-6, 8-1 1, 13-14, 16-19, and 22 are currently amended, and claim 21 remains as 
previously presented. Therefore, only claims 2-6, 8-1 1, 13-14, 16-19, and 21-22 (as currently 
amended) remain under consideration. 

The previous claim objections and rejections are withdrawn in view of (A) the current 
amendment and accompanying remarks, as well as in view of (B) the Examiner's amendment set 
forth below. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment (including the renumbering of claims as

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS (as currently amended): 

At each of (a) claim 8 line 2 and (b) claim 9 line 2, change "diffraction rings" to - each of 
the diffraction rings-, at both occurrences. 
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At claim 1 1 line 3, change "description of elements and diffraction rings around the 
elements" (plural diffraction rings around each element) to -descriptions of elements and a 
diffraction ring[[s]] around each of the elements- (singular diffraction ring around each 
element). 

At claim 1 1 line 7, change "sidelobe inhibitors including guard rings therearound" (plural 
guard rings around each sidelobe inhibitor) to -sidelobe inhibitors including a guard ring[[s]] 
ther e around around each of the sidelobe inhibitors - (singular guard ring around each sidelobe 
inhibitor). 

At claim 1 1 lines 13-14, change "when one or more of the mathematical descriptions of 
the sidelobe inhibitors including guard rings therearound creates" (includes one or more 
mathematical descriptions and plural guard rings around each sidelobe inhibitor) to -when ene 
or mor e of the mathematical descriptions of the sidelobe inhibitors including the guard ring[[s]] 
th e r e around cr e ates around each of the sidelobe inhibitors create — (includes only plural 
mathematical descriptions and only a singular guard ring around each sidelobe inhibitor). 

At claim 17 lines 1-2, change "wherein a radius of the diffraction ring" to -wherein [[a]] 
the radius of [[the]] each diffraction ring--. 

At claim 19 line 4, change "calculating diffraction rings surrounding each of a plurality 
of elements, the diffraction rings" to -calculating a diffraction ring[[s]] surrounding each of a 
plurality of elements, each of the diffraction rings—. 

At claim 19 line 12, change "when one or more of the sidelobe inhibitors including guard 
rings therearound creates" to —when on e or mor e of the sidelobe inhibitors including a guard 
ring[[s]] therearound cr e at e s around each of the sidelobe inhibitors create —. 
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IN THE SPECIFICATION (as previously amended on 12/5/06): 

Amend the title as follows: - SIDELOBE SUPPRESSION IN RADIATED 
PATTERNING METHODS FOR GENERATING OR DESIGNING SIDELOBE INHIBITORS 
FOR RADIATION PATTERNING TOOLS --. 

Amend the previous 7/10/06 version of the abstract as follows: (a) at line 5, change 
"Diffraction rings are" to "- Diffraction rings ar e A diffraction ring is — and (b) at lines 6-7, 
change "Sidelobe inhibitors are located at the intersections of diffraction rings." to — When a 
guard ring around one of the intersections would otherwise overlap with a guard ring around 
another one of the intersections, a common sidelobe Sid e lob e inhibitor[[s]] [[are]] is located at 
the int e rsections of diffraction common overlap region of the guard rings.—. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-6, 8-1 1, 13-14, 16-19, and 21-22 are allowed.
